State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at The Roxbury Meeting House in said Town on Tuesday, the 
thirteenth (13th) day of March, 2007 next at 7:00 of the clock in the afternoon, to act upon the 
following subjects: 


Article 1: To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year 


Selectman (3 years) Fire Chief (1 year) 

Treasurer (1 year) Planning Board (3 years) 

Tax Collector (1 year) Planning Board (3 years) 

Town Clerk (1 year) Zoning Board of Adjustment (3 years) 
Auditor (1 year) Zoning Board of Adjustment (3 years) 
Moderator (1 year) Supervisor of Checklist (6 years) 
Sexton (1 year) Supervisor of Checklist (6 years) 


Trustee of Trust Funds (3 years) 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $50,200 for 
General Government. 


Article 3: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $16,500 for 
salaries and expenses of the Police Department. This sum includes $ 2,500 for extra 
weekend patrols. 


Article 4: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $4,700 for the purpose 
of compensating the Roxbury Police Department for summer patrols at Otter Brook Park. 
These funds for expenditure are designated to the town through the US Army Corps of 
Engineers. The appropriation does not effect the Town’s tax rate, but to be properly expended 
a vote is required. 


Article 5: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,700 for the 
salaries and expenses of the Fire Department. 


Article 6: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,500, as its fair 
Share of stand-by costs for the use of the City of Keene’s ambulance service 


Article 7: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $35,109.50 for 
Summer and Winter road maintenance. 


Article 8: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $29,890.50 for 
highway construction and reconstruction. Selectmen’s comment: These funds for 
expenditure are designated to the Town through the Highway Block Grant Fund. The 
appropriation does not affect the Town’s tax rate, but to be properly expended a vote is 
required. 


Article 9: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $13,500 to be 
paid for Solid Waste Disposal and Recycling Center privileges in the town of 
Marlborough . 


Article 10: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $255 for community 
participation in the City of Keene’s 2007-2008 Household Hazardous Waste 
Collection Program. 


Article 11:To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $150 for the purpose 
of Pest Control. 


Article 12: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000 for Town 
Welfare and emergency assistance to the Town Poor. 


Article 13: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,555 to support 
Southwestern Community Services, Home Health Care and Community Services, 
The Community Kitchen INC., Meals on Wheels, Monadnock Family Mental Health 
Services and Samaritans. 


Article 14: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in 
anticipation of taxes and will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $3,200 for Interest 
expense. 


Article 15: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $ 3,000 to be added to the 
Town Building Improvements Capital Reserve fund . 
Recommended by Selectmen 


Article 16: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000 to the 
Capital Reserve Fund for replacement of the Town’s six wheel ATV. 
Recommended by Selectmen 


Article 17: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000 to be added 
to the Road Capital Reserve Fund previously established. 
Recommended by Selectmen 


Article 18: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,500 to be 
added to the Capital Reserve Fund previously established for the Town Police 
Vehicles. Recommended by Selectmen 


Article 19: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000 to be 
added to the Capital Reserve Fund for future Revaluation as previously established. 
Recommended by Selectmen 


Article 20: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $ 1,000 to be added 
to the previously established Capital Reserve Fund for Tax Maps. This will serve for 
annual updating of town maps. Recommended by Selectmen 


Article 21: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $ 4,000 for the 
following improvements of the Roxbury Town Hall: 
1. Installation of a Fire Alarm System 
2. Scraping and Painting of the outside of the building (all four sides). 


Article 22: To see if the Town will vote to reclassify, from a Class VI to a Class V, about 1400 
feet of the Davis Road, beginning at 325 Davis Road (George Davis Farm) to 392 Davis 
Road. ( Joe Sabolevski home) 
Recommended by Selectmen, Planning Board and Road Agent. 


Article 23: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $ 1,000 for repairs 
to damaged head stones in our Town Cemeteries, $500 of this appropriation to be funded 
by the Cemetery Capital Reserve Funds. Recommended by Selectmen. 


Article 24; To see if the Town will vote to go on record in support of effective actions by the 
President and the Congress to address the issue of climate change which is increasingly 
harmful to the environment and economy of New Hampshire and to the future well being of 
the people of Roxbury. 

These actions include: 

1. Establishment of a national program requiring reductions of U.S. greenhouse gas 
emissions while protecting the U.S. economy. 

2. Creation of a major national research initiative to foster rapid development of 
sustainable energy technologies thereby stimulating new jobs and investment. 

In addition, the town of Roxbury encourages New Hampshire citizens to work for emission 

reductions within their communities, and we ask our Selectmen to consider the appointment 

of voluntary energy committee to recommend local steps to save energy and reduce 

emissions. 

The record of the vote on this article shall be transmitted to the New Hampshire 

Congressional Delegation, to the President of the United States and to declared 

candidates for those offices.

Article 25: To transact any other business which may come before the said meeting.

Last year we graveled sections of Middletown Road and applied ground up tar asphalt. This should 
improve the condition of the road during mud season. Road Agent William Yardley would like to use more 
ground asphalt on dirt roads instead of gravel, since it is not expensive and appears to protect the roadbed well. 


We also oiled sealed parts of Middletown Road and Davis Road; this was quite expensive ($ 
15,091.64). Routine tasks included cleaning ditches, clearing and cleaning culverts, cutting dead trees, grading 
roads, trucking gravel and replacing culverts.

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SCHOOL BOARD REPORT 
By KAREN COTA 
2/2/07 


The School Board has had another eventful year. This Board has made progress in many areas of 
education. We have embarked on creating and approving a Wellness Policy, we have embraced 
financially and educationally School Choice, we are in the first full year of the Middle School 
program, we have approved a grant for the “Follow the Child” program, approved the MC2 
program to move to the vacant Surry School, endured the visit of the NEASC group and approved 
a proposed budget that includes school choice and came in at an increase of approximately 5%. 
That is a reflection of some very good administration work and willingness on the part of the 
administration, School Board and Budget Committee to listen to the taxpayers need for keeping 
taxes in check. 


The School Board has been working on the Surry Withdrawal. This committee has been meeting 
since August 2006. After many meetings the committee was deadlock in their votes. The lawyer 
representing the school district has written a report that will go to the State Department of 
Education for their findings. I voted against the withdrawal because the tax impact to the town of 
Roxbury would be an automatic 7.6% increase. Also, I believe that the town of Surry did not 
produce in writing an agreement from Keene that Keene would accept the Surry students in grades 
6" through 12". We heard of a verbal agreement, but we didn’t see a written agreement. Surry also 
wants to stay in SAU 38 instead of moving to SAU 29. Basically, if they are allowed to leave the 
district they would be creating a new district for our top administration to oversee. Our 
administration is already overworked and creating another district would only add to that work 
load. I believe if they want to leave the district they should also leave the SAU or create a new one. 
Sullivan has also opened the doors of possible withdrawal. I’m concerned that this one town at a 
time approach has a negative effect on all towns. Perhaps the better approach would be for the 
entire SAU to start the dialogue of re-structuring the entire SAU and the three districts it oversees. 


The NEASC (New England Association of Schools and Colleges) committee came in September 
2006. This is the group which holds our accreditation of the MS/HS in their hands. The School 
Board met with the committee along with teachers, students, administration and members of the 
public. Their report (not their final decision) came out last month. There weren’t any large 
surprises to us. We know about the overcrowding issues, and the lack of funding over the years for 
the budget and facilities improvements. We were complimented on the schools ability to teach a 
curriculum that meets or exceed state standards. The MC2 program has been singled out as a top 
notch program and the NEASC group complimented us on having this program. The final decision 
will be out in mid March. 


The School Board has also tried to negotiate a teacher’s contract. Unfortunately, negotiation broke 
down with this group and the deadline past. There won’t be a teacher’s contract on the warrant. 
However, we were able to negotiate a two year staff support contract. This does appear on the 
warrant as article 3. We believe it is a good contract and reflects the willingness among the 
employees to move on their health insurance contributions. 


The School Board continues to look at our education goals, our building needs in the district and 
how we meet our board goals. The board encourages public participation and would love to see the 
public be present at the school board and budget meetings. As always, I am available for 
conversation regarding your feelings on the school district. Don’t hesitate to call me.

TOWN REPORT FOR 2006 


The Roxbury Police Department had another exciting year. Normal patrolling was 
done off and on, as problems arose, but due to several grants, special patrols took 
place during most of the summer. During this special patrol, emphasis was given to 
Babbage Dam, Otter Brook Dam, Woodward Pond Dam, and Class six roads, 
Branch Road, Rte. 9 and Middletown Road. It takes a lot of planning to give the best 
police coverage from the budget that is pasted at town meeting and the extra grant 
funds come in handy for needed patrols. Investigation time, court time and 
administration time were up slightly and normal patrol time was about average, 
compared to last year, with the exception of the special night patrol. Automotive 
complaints and civil complaints seem to be on the increase. Again I would request 
that if you see something suspicious to report it right away, as it may help us with 
something we are already working on. We are not on patrol on a full time basis, so 
it’s hard to know if there is a problem in your area, unless you report it.

SPECIAL NIGHT PATROL 

Special thanks to the towns’ people who voted in the special night patrol at last year’s 
town meeting. The vote was taken that would allow the police department to schedule a 
night patrol during the weekends for the summer and spend $2,500.00 to pay for it. This 


patrol was very effective and put the cruiser on the Middletown and Branch Roads at 
different times and on selected weekend nights. Although massive arrest did not occur, it 
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is believed that the police presents were a great deterrent to any crimes that may have 
occurred. Many contacts were made during this patrol at the beginning and at the end of 
summer there was very little traffic in these areas to check on, which would indicate a 
very successful patrol and money well spent. I believe that the night patrol helped reduce 
the number of call outs during this time period. The money actually spent to conduct this 
patrol was $568.50, mostly due to the DWI and Underage Drinking grants provided to us 
by the State and County.

2006 ROXBURY PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


A public hearing was held on January 19th to present the revised Zoning Ordinance and 
amendments to the town's Floodplain Ordinance required by FEMA to be eligible to 
participate in the Federal Flood Insurance Program. The Board felt that a second hearing 
would be necessary.A second hearing on both Ordinances was held on February 7th. A 
motion to adopt the Floodplain Ordinance amendments and map was approved unanimously. 
A motion to put the revised Zoning Ordinance on the town warrant was passed unanimously. 


At town meeting in March the warrant article to amend to the town's Floodplain Ordinance 
and map was passed, but the revised Zoning Ordinance was not put on the warrant on the 
advice of the Town Attorney. The proposed changes to the Ordinance are broad enough to 
require a special town meeting on that issue alone at some future time. 


In March a request for permission to replace the existing and grandfathered 
telecommuncations tower on Pinnacle Hill, and co-locate antennas for cellular telephone use 
was received from RCC Atlantic Inc. A public hearing was held in April and a special meeting 
of the Board in May. After several requirements from the Board were met by RCC, a 
Conditional Use Permit was approved on June 7th. 


At the April 5th meeting Josh Hicks was voted an alternate Planning Board member. 


On May 3rd at a public hearing the Board approved a boundary line adjustment on a lot 
owned by Joseph Sabolevski. 


On May 17th at a public hearing a boundary line application was approved on land owned by 
Nancy Hayden. 


At the August 8th meeting Andy Bueckner was voted an alternate Planning Board member. 


In September a request was received from Great Auk Wireless for a Conditional Use Permit 
to install wireless broadband antennas to the telecommunications tower on Pinnacle Hill. At a 
public hearing on October 4th, after imposing certain conditions, the Permit was approved by 
the Board. 


There were no requests for subdivisions in 2006. 
The Planning Board meets on the first Wednesday of each month at 7:00pm in the town hall.

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Minutes of the 2006 ANNUAL ROXBURY TOWN 
MEETING 
Tuesday, March 14, 2006 


The meeting was called to order by Moderator Mark Funk at 7:30 p.m. Selectmen 
Peter Stuhlsatz, Louis Drogue and David Jewett were present. 


The polls were declared open at 6:30 p.m. and closed at 8:30 p.m. Of the189 
registered voters, 60 cast ballots. The minutes of the 2005 Town Meeting were 


approved. It was noted that Penny Davis, who was elected as Tax Collector in 2005, 
resigned and Marika Stuhlatz was appointed by the Selectmen. 


Article 1: To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year: 


Selectman for three-year term: 60 votes cast. Chris Kaufer received 55 votes. 
Remainder write-in scatter. Chris Kaufer elected. 


Selectmen for one-year term: 60 votes cast. Alex ( Buddy) Matson Jr. received 57 
votes. Remainder write-in scatter. Alex Matson elected. 


Town Clerk: 58 votes cast. Marika Stuhlsatz received 58 votes. 
Marika Stuhlatz elected. 


Tax Collector: 60 votes cast. Paula Hicks received 57 votes. Remainder write-in scatter. 
Paula Hicks elected. 


Treasurer: 60 votes cast. David Jewett received 56 votes. Remainder write-in scatter. 
David Jewett elected. 


Sexton: 59 votes cast. Steve Yardley received 59 votes. 
Steve Yardley elected. 


Fire Chief: 59 votes cast. Allen LaPlante received 59 votes. 
Allen LaPlante elected. 


Auditor: 59 votes cast. Alice Funk received 59 votes. Alice Funk elected. 
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Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $47,750 for 
General Government. Motion carried. 


Article 3: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $13,610 for 
salaries and expenses of the Police Department. Motion carried. 


Article 4: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $4,699 for the 
purpose of compensating the Roxbury Police Department for summer patrols at Otter 
Brook Park. These funds for expenditure are designated to the town through the US Army 
Corps of Engineers. The appropriation does not effect the Town’s tax rate, but to be 
properly expended a vote is required. Motion carried. 


Article 5: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,700 for the 
salaries and expenses of the Fire Department. Motion carried. 


Article 6: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,500, as its fair 
Share of stand-by costs for the use of the City of Keene’s ambulance service. 
Motion carried. 


Article 7: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $32,816 for Summer 
and Winter road maintenance. A motion was made and seconded to amend this 
article to read: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $32,816 
for Summer and Winter road maintenance with $5000 of this sum to be funded by a 
FEMA Grant that was received in 2005. Article passed as amended. 


Article 8: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $32,184 for 
highway construction and reconstruction. Selectmen’s comment: These funds for 
expenditure are designated to the Town through the Highway Block Grant Fund. The 
appropriation does not affect the Town’s tax rate, but to be properly expended a vote is 
required. § Motion carried. 


Article 9: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $13,500 to be 
paid for Solid Waste Disposal and Recycling Center privileges in the town of 
Marlborough. Motion carried. 


Article 10: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $500 for 
community participation in the City of Keene’s Household Hazardous Waste 
Collection Program. Motion not carried. Discussion: Voters felt that not enough 
people participate to justify this town expense and felt that individuals can pay the $25 
fee per visit.

Article 11:To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $150 for the purpose 
of Pest Control. Formerly we paid for pest control out of the police budget. 
Motion carried. 


Article 12: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $500 for Town 
Welfare and emergency assistance to the Town Poor. Motion carried. 


Article 13: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,825 to support 
Southwestern Community Services, Home Health Care and Community Services, 
The Community Kitchen INC., Meals on Wheels and Monadnock Family Mental 
Health Services. This includes a payment of $250 to the Samaritans, which is a service 
we are newly supporting this year. | Motion carried. 


Article 14: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in 
anticipation of taxes and will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,500 for Interest 
expense. Motion carried. 


Article 15: To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve fund under the 
provisions of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of Town Building Improvements and to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $3,000 to be placed in this and to further designate the 
Selectmen as agents to expend on this CRF. Recommended by Selectmen 
(Majority vote required) Motion carried. Selectmen noted that this article was 
voted and passed last year but was denied by DRA because of incorrect wording. 


Article 16: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000 to the 
Capital Reserve Fund for replacement of the Town’s six wheel ATV. 
Recommended by Selectmen Motion carried. Fire Chief noted that sometime in 
the future we should replace this vehicle with something that can be used all four seasons. 


Article 17: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000 to be added 
to the Road Capital Reserve Fund previously established, and to designate the 
Selectmen as agents of this fund. Recommended by Selectmen Motion carried. 


Article 18: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000 to be 
added to the Capital Reserve Fund previously established for the Town Police 
Vehicles. Recommended by Selectmen. This article was amended to read : 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,500 to be added to 
the Capital Reserve Fund previously established for the Town Police Vehicles. 
Recommended by Selectmen. _ This article passed as amended. 


Article 19: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000 to be 


added to the Capital Reserve Fund for future Revaluation as previously established. 
Recommended by Selectmen Motion carried. 
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Article 20: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000 to help defray 
costs for the Four Corners Park Project. This will be a non-lapsing appropriation per 
RSA 32:7,VI and will not lapse until the project is completed or by December 31, 2011, 
whichever is sooner. The volunteer group working on this project has already raised over 
$1,200.00 through donations from residents. Recommended by Selectmen 
Motion carried. Discussion: Townspeople felt this is a worthy project and noted it 
is all volunteer labor. 

Article 21: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,500 to be added 
to the Police budget for extra weekend patrols on Town roads. 
Recommended by Selectmen Motion carried. 


Article 22: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $9,000 to pay for a 
Town Office Renovation Project to expand three existing offices, create a fourth office 
to be shared by the Treasurer and Tax Collector, and change the existing two bathrooms 
to a single, handicapped-accessible facility. Motion carried. 


Article 23: To see if the town will vote to accept the required changes to the Roxbury Flood 
Plain Development Ordinance and to adopt the Flood Insurance Study (FIS) and Flood 
Insurance Rate Maps (FIRMs) as recommended by FEMA. These changes are necessary 
to stay in compliance with the National Flood Insurance Program. 

(Ballot vote required.) 30 Votescast. Article passed unanimously 


Article 24: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $3,000 for the 
purpose of a 50/50 match for the 2006 Volunteer Fire Assistance Grant. The sum of 
$1,500 will come from the grant and $1,500 to come from the town. 

This grant has already been awarded to the Roxbury Fire Department to purchase Forest 
Fire Personal Protective Equipment and other equipment. Motion carried. 


Article 25: To see if the Town will vote to establish a Police Special Duty Revolving Fund 
pursuant to RSA 31:95-h. The money received from fees and charges for Police Special 
Duty shall be allowed to accumulate from year to year, and shall not be considered to be 
part of the Town’s General Fund unreserved fund balance. The town treasurer shall have 
custody of all monies in the fund, and shall pay out the same only upon order of the Board 
of Selectmen. No further town meeting approval is required. Such funds can only be 
spent for the purposes for which the fund was created. Some of this fund can be used on 
maintenance of police vehicles while on Special Details. Motion carried. 


Article 26: To see if the Town will vote to adopt Increased Elderly Exemptions for property 
tax, as follows. The optional exemptions, based on assessed value, for qualified 
taxpayers shall be as follows: for a person 65 years of age up to 75 years, $20,000; for a 
person 75 years of age up to 80 years, $25,000; for a person 80 years of age or older 
$30,000. To qualify, the person must have been a New Hampshire resident for at least 5 
years; own the real estate individually or jointly, or if the real estate is owned by his 
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spouse, they must have been married at least five consecutive years. In addition, the 
taxpayer must have a net income of less than $18,400 or, if married a combined net 
income of less than $26,400; and own net assets not in excess of $50,000 excluding the 
value of the person’s residence. Recommended by Selectmen Motion carried. 


Article 27: To see if the Town will vote to adopt an Increased Veteran’s Tax Credit for every 
resident of the Town who served not less than 90 days in the armed forces of the United 
States in any qualifying war or armed conflict listed in this section and was honorably 
discharged or an officer honorably separated from service; or the spouse or surviving 
spouse of such resident from $50.00 to $100.00 per RSA72: 28 V & VI. 
Recommended by Selectmen. Motion carried. 


Article 28: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $20,000 to pay for gravel 
repairs to chronically muddy areas on Middletown Road and for oil sealing on paved 
Town roads as necessary with said sum to be funded from the Road Improvement 
Capital Reserve Fund. Motion carried. 


Article 29: To see if the Town will vote to adopt an ordinance prohibiting possession of drug 
paraphernalia as described in State Law Reference RSA 318 B. Adoption of this 
ordinance will allow the Town to receive the money from fines levied under the 
ordinance. Complete copies of the ordinance are available at this meeting. 

Motion carried. 


Article 30: To see if the Town will vote to adopt an ordinance relating to alcoholic beverages 
on public ways and grounds unless permitted by the Selectmen. Adoption of this 
ordinance will allow the Town to receive the money from fines levied under the 
ordinance. Complete copies of this ordinance are available at this meeting. 

Motion carried. 


Article 31: To transact any other business which may come before the said meeting. 
No other business discussed. 
Meeting adjourned at 9:45 
Townspeople again enjoyed the potluck supper before the meeting.
